and carefully provides that he ſhall not; for as in the former caſe a conceats 
ment of .any part of f«ch effects is made the equitable ground of a xew bill, 
ſo here any encreaſe of them is made a f- of -equity; for the 
children are authorizet,, if they can find that their parent has by his induſtry 
or otherwiſe acquired any property ſince their firſt bill, to bring ethers 
compelling a freſh account, and another diſtribution of the enereaſed ſub- 
ſtance propottionea to its value at the time that the new bill is preferred. 
They may bring ſuch bills toties quoties, 7 improvement 
of ſuch property by the parent, without any fort of limitation of time, of 
the number of ſuch bills, or the quantity of encreaſe in the eſtate which 
may juſtify the bringing them; in ſhort, the law has provided, by a multi- 
plicity of regulations, that the parent ſhall have no reſpite from the perſe- 
cution of his children, but by totally abandoning not only all his preſent 
goods and perſonal chattels, but every hope of encreaſe and improvement af 
' fuch property lt is very well worth remarking that the law bas pur- 
poſely avoided to determine any age for rheſe emancipating converſions, $9 
that the children at any age, however in all other reſpects incapable of 
choice, however immature, or even infantine, are yet conſidered as fuffici- 
ently capable of diſinheriting their parents, if we may be allowed the ex- 
preſſion, and to ſubtract themſelves from their direction and controul—— 
y this part of the law the value of Roman "Catholics in their goods and 
perſonal chattels is rendered extremely limited and altogether precarious, the 
paternal authority in ſuch families undermined, and love and gratitude de- 

pendence and protection almoſt extingviſhed. . 


There only remains upon our Plan, to ſay ſomething concerning e-
